The Carnival of Fravd.

That General Graut conld only be beaten
by wholesale fraud—by poiling tens of thon-
sands of votes against him which had no legal
voters behind thom—was mauifest to all in-
telligent and clesr-sighied persons months
ago. After Vermont and Maioe voted, aven
the wilfully blind conld hardly doubt (ll. After
Pennaylvania, Obio, [udiava, and Nebrasks
added their thanders, even the last ““loop to
baog & goubt upon' had vanished, It wis so
plain that Beymont and Blair bad not the
ghost of a obance that the World, ssconded
by the National Imtell gercer, alnppwl trying
to figure ont Demooratic gains upon ths vots
polled by that party against George Washing-
ton or soma candidate soarcely less antigne,
and cnlled londly for a chauge of programmea
an candidates, DBlind pariisass muy rail
Mtlﬁsujmnnala, but what they proposed was
exactly what ghould have beendone. At that
1ate dsy, probably any ticket that conld have
been put np would have hean beaten; bat the
Demooratic masges would not have koown
that, and might have been persnaded that
they had still a chance. Now, they not only
Lavenone, but they know it. They have the
game prospect of winning that Napolson's
army had after the charge and repulse of the
Uld Guard at Waterloo.

General Grant oannot pogeibly ba dafaated;
but may he not be cheated out of the retarn !
Ap emipent member of the Tammany ring re-
cently enuneiated the maxim that ''in a close
election, good counting is the maln poiat;"
and the principls has a wide application. The
Amerioan people have already in their hearts
chosen (General Grapt their nest President,
and will so proclaim by their votes on Taes-
day of mext week; but may not a ditfarent
result be fraudulently stuffed into or falsely
counted ont of the Lallot-boxes? That is the

roblem whereon the Demooratio wira-workears

ave been steadily emgaged sinos they heard
from Pepnsylvaunia sud ludiana, Toey do not
really expect to count out General Grant by
the help of ever so much fraud: they do hopa
to return Hoffman as Goearnor, and thus per-
petuate and extend the villainies whereby
they have so loong plundered the peopls and
enriched themselves.

Twelve montha ago it was notorions that
tha devices for fraudulent naturalization
whereby Henry Clay was beaten in 1544 ware
not adequate to the pregent smergency. Few
or no persons formerly received certifioates of
paturplization from our counrtg withont actn-
ally appearing thersin and mumbling over
gomething which was assumed to b oatls of
renuncintion, ete. Even thus there were hnn-
dreds who voted against Clay who had not
bLeen a year in the country. Dt the present
exigency of sham Demovracy oonld not thus
be met. Naturalization by proxy began to ba
extensively practised as early as 1806, Im-
migrants fresh from Farope, whosge expres-
pions or associations reudered it certain that
they were of Demooratic proclivities, were
quietly asked by the romseller whose bar-
room they fregnented, “\Wouldn't you like to
vote 1" ““Yes; hut ['m wot naturalized, and
have been but a year in the conatry.” Ob,
that oan be fixed;” and it was, A dommy
forthwith appesred in conrt as an applioant
for natavalization. “What i3 your name "’
“Deunis Ratterty.” *“How long have you
been in the country 7"’ “‘Ssveu years,’ eto.
eto.—the applicant and his witnesses aunawer-
ing every question with practiged gelerity, and
correctly—only Dennis Ruaffarty was not the
nameol the applicaut, but of the freshily landad
immigrant who was thas to be mude a voter.
The certificate being daly made ont, signsd
and sealed as the law directs, was hapded
over to the rumssller, snd by hkim presonted
to the trne Denunis Haiferty, who therenpon
proceeded to register and vole as au Ameorican
citizen,

But even thiz was too glow. Ths Sham
Demooraey neaded mors volers thun coall be
thus manufactured, and commenced the fabri-
cation of naturalization certifivates “ont of the
whole oloth”—that is, withont any swearing
or other proceedings incourt whatever, Blank
certificates were made out, signed snd sealsd,
leaviog only the name of the person to be
thereby invested with the attribites of citizen-
ship to be lilled in at discretion. Thus the
Democratic majority in Luzerna counnty, Pa,
has been swelled by thonsands for some years
past; thus was a Demoeratio Senator retarned
from the Huntington disztrict of thal State last
fall; and thus was the Demooratic vots this
year in Penusylvania swelled by many thon-
sandg of voles, and three Republican districts
mude to return Democrats to the uext Honse
of Representatives.

Such erimes are nsnally diffuged and multi-
u{vd till they beoowes tow Hagrant Lo b boros,

hen recently in Washivgton coauty, New
York, we met the couuty judge, who said, *I
naturalize every applicant who gupplies the
proper proof of his fitnese, aud hold coart in
different parts of the connty to afford every
facility. I matoralize a good many—all who
have a right to be wvaturalized. Those who
have not make a journsy to Troy, where thera
I a court that puts them throngh with osr-
tainty and despatoh.’' Thos scorss are daily
made oitizens who dare nol apply where they
are known.

The fact, notorions in Democratic gircles,
that certificates of natarslization vould be had
in this oity for €2 aud no questions askad,
finally attracted the attention of the United
States Marshal, Robwrt Murrey, who thers.
upon determined to ascertaln how the thing
was done. So he goistly mads his arrauge-
menta, and in due Ywe had bonght, st second
hand, five natoralization certificates for por
gons who mever existwd—prioe 82 anol, His
agent bought thew of Bevjamin 1. Rogenburg,
Demecratic Baresu of Naturalization, No. ¢
Centre street, now under arrest., Mr. Rossn-
blll'g Can, pt‘rilhl-li, teil how he came h']urf-.tly
by them, and how the signature of the Coanty
Clerk and the geal of the Bupreme Court ware
honestly attached to them, thongh he resms in
1o hurry to do so. At sll events, a clue toths
mystary of ipignity has been obtained, and will
b followed up. We iuvite especial atwation
to our report of SBatarday's proceedings in
this onge, which will bo found full of lntsreat,
And we &uaiw here Lo correct onr firat hiasty
expressions with regard to United States Dis-
triot Attorney Courtney. Hs fs doing his
duty in the premises, regardleas of la parti-
gan bearipg, a8 becomes a faithfal offioer
and & true man.

to a searching scrutiny in the promises.

No honest man can object
We

do mot nrge an indisoriminate refusal to ragister
persona who olaim to have baen regently nata-
ralized; but we insist on a reasonable iaguicy
and gorutiny. Pat the applicant on oath, and
make him swear to tha faots requisite to
prove him legally -naturalized. There are
threats that Judges Barnsrd and Cardozo are
preparing to mandamus every register whoshall
refnss to snroll the name of any ons who pra-
fents a certifloats of naturalization. They have
po right to do this, and will be removed from
office next winter if they do mot behave tham-
selves, Let no register Ipterpose a oaptions
objection; but it is the simples duty of every
one to take care that the ballot-boxes arva not
corrupted and the people's verdiot talsillad by
frand. And it is the duty of onr upright oiti-
zeng to stand by them, to rally around them,
and ree that they are not overawed or brow-
beaten. We ack every good citizen who can
do ro to attend aud wateh the registry of his
distriot on Iriday and Saturday next.

The Reconstruction laws have bezen on the
glatnle books about & year; they snconntered
from the ontet the wost bitter aud snvenoinad
hogtility of the Rebels in the Southern 5'ates
aud of their political allles in the North, They
have never bad the approval of the President
of the United States, nor has he given the aid
and influence of his offics to securing for them
a fair and impartial trial. Ou the contrary,
Lo has given the ex-Hebels of the South to
noderstaud that they conld rely npon what-
ever aid it was in Lis power to give them to
defeat the object of those laws and to sgecare
tkelr overtbrow. How was it poseilile, nnder
such circomstances, to give those laws such a
trial as wounld fairly test their charaoter?
Yet the World insists that they are *lailures,”’
sud fusiats that the whole policy shall be
abandoned.

Bo the Demooratioc party and the World in
15644 insiated that the wor was a ‘failore’’—
that the Rebellion conld mot be crushed—and
they called for a truce and for terms of peaca
with the Rebel Confederacy., The people did
not eoncur in thiz opinion. They rejectued this
advice, aud determined to push the war, Aand
the result proved the utter falsity of the Rabel
plea. The very faot of Lincolu’s re-election
saticfled the Rebels that the war would not be
abandoved, and gave a death-blow to their
hopes of succeess; dod in less than two months
aiter his second innnguration the whols Rsbal
army had surrendered, and the Hebellion was
completely suppressed.

Now, the eiection of Grant will have a pre-
visely similar effeot on the temper of the
Southern peopls now; and that is one of the
ways, we beg to inform the Werld, in which
‘(Girapt is going to give ns peace.” His elso-
tion will give the conntry, North and South,
to nuderstand that those lawg, and the State
governments organized nnder their anthority,
shall have a fair trial; that they shall nol be
awept away by violence nor deslroyed until
the people who live under them shall ba satis-
fied by their practical operation that they are
pot snch ag Aleir neoegsilies require; and
that even then they shall be superseded
ounly by euch other lawa and forms as
the peopls of the Btates shall prefer.
